Palatine observed Memorial Day 
Sunday and Monday . That observ- 
aace was a credit to the citizens 
of the community . 
Patriotism is 
not dead in Palatine. 
Its people 
are not so busy that they have not 
the time to devote one day in the 
y ear to the memory of the soldier 
dead. 
The ^ local cemeteries pre­ 
sented a very pretty picture. 
The 
bridal wreath 
bushes and other 
flowering shrubbery were at their 
best this springtime. 
There was 
hardly a cemetery lot that did not 
bear evidence of the care of lov­ 
ing hands. 
The automobile may have taken 
a few Palatine people away from 
home that day , but the vast m aj­ 
ority of our citizens 
stay ed 
at 
home to honor their dead.* 
The number of elder people in 
the line of march, some on foot 
and others in automobiles was a 
good omen for Palatine 
of 
the 
future. 
The 
coming 
generation 
are having impressed upon their 
minds the sacredness of Memori­ 
al Day . 
Serv ices a t Ca dy Cemetery . 
The observance 
of 
Memorial 
Day opened in Palatine township 
Sunday afternoon, when services 
were held in Deer Grove, at the 
end. of the Forest Preserve. 
The two cemeteries within a half 
mile of each other and located in 
the immediate vicinity had been 
decorated a fewr minutes earlier. 
The Palatine band led the march­ 
ers and a long line of automobiles 
from the cemeteries to the gather­ 
ing place in a secluded nook of 
the woods where the program was 
given, undisturbed by the “auto­ 
ing” public. 
Attorney R. L. Peck, as Presi­ 
dent of the Palatine Memorial as­ 
sociation, presided. 
Many from 
Barrington, as well 
as 
Palatine 
were present, making it a joint 
township observance. 
Good 
ad­ 
dresses were given by the pastors 
,T„e Barrington M. E. church 
and Rev. Krahl, of the Palatine M 
E. church. 
School Dist. No. 5, of Barring­ 
ton township, of which Miss Addie 
l 
teacher, was the only 
school represented. 
The 
pupils 
gave a short and a very appropri­ 
ate program. 
Co mmunity Serv ices. 
A community service was hel l 
at the M. E. church Sunday eve­ 
ning. 
This service is also an an­ 
nual event in Palatine and was 
better attended than usual. 
The 
.services were arranged under the 
auspices of the W. R. C. and in 
charge of Mrs. Lulu Herrman, the 
patriotic instructor. 
The Legion 
and the Ladies’ Auxiliary oi the 
American Legion were represent­ 
ed and the VV. It. C. were present 
in unusually large numbers. 
Comrade August Kimmet, veter­ 
an of the Civil War, was a guest 
of honor. 
The church was pret­ 
tily decorated with the national 
colors 
and 
flowers. 
Upon 
the 
altar was placed a bouquet in red, 
v. lute and blue flowers in honor 
of Capt. Sutherland, 
for 
whom 
the corps is named. 
A Legioriaire bore the Amer­ 
ican flag to its place 
upon 
the 
platform w'hen the audience re­ 
peated the allegiance to the flag, 
followed by the singing 
of 
the 
“Star Spangled Banner.” 
Mrs. Dorothy Mair recited “The 
Blue and the G ray .” Mrs. Dansy 
Daniels sang, “Speed the Repub­ 
lic.” . 
Rev. Krahl gave 
a 
patriotic 
address that was appropriate to 
this age and time The sentiments 
expressed by the speaker 
were 
worthy 
of 
careful consideration. 
True 
patriotism 
today 
means 
much more than it did during the 
day s of the Civil W)ar. 
The op­ 
portunities for patriotism are just 
as much here today as during the 
World War. 
Rev. K rahl’s address 
Co uld not help but awake anew in 
the hearts and minds of his hear­ 
ers patriotic thoughts and patri­ 
otic 
deeds. 
Those 
deeds 
and 
thoughts do not necessarily mean 
merely hanging out the flag on 
h o l i d a y s and singing the patriotic 
hy mns. 
The real patriot today is 
the man or woman who is giving 
service to the community and peo­ 
ple among whom he or she re­ 
sides. 
Rev. Krahl outlined many op­ 
portunities for such service today , 
in the nation, in the state and in 
our own community . 
He warned 
his hearers of the danger that will 
result in the 
present 
movement 
against the sacredness of our con­ 
stitution. 
The services Monday afternoon 
were declared by many as equal­ 
ling, if not surpassing any Memo­ 
rial service of recent y ears. More 
children than usual were in the 
procession. The number of Region­ 
al res, 
the members of the 
lady 
patriotic organizations w’ho were 
in line and the general attendance 
w ere'greater than at any time 
since the close of the World War. 
The speaker was Lieut. Brooks, 
Commander of the Marine Corps 
of the American Legion. 
ll was refreshing to have as 
a Memorial Day speaker a man of 
his caliber. 
He gave an address 
that was one of the best that has 
ewer been delivered upon such an 
occasion in Palatine. The speaker, 
still a y oung man, wrore medals 
upon his breast that marked him 
as a soldier who was qualified to 
talk on patriotism. 
He said patri­ 
otism did not mean solely winning 
a war. 
It was 
America’s 
help 
who won the World War, but when 
that war was won, America’s duty 
did not cease and it was the same 
spirit 
of 
patriotism 
and 
for 
humanity ’s sake that caused this 


Captain Sutherland may be only 
a my th in the minds of the present 
.generation, but there are y et those 
in Palatine 
who 
remember 
the 
sacrifice made by this hero of the 
Civil War. 
The local corps of the 
W. R. C. is named after him. 
This order of patriotic women 
paid honor to his memory Sunday 
when a special bouquet of flowers 
portray ing the national colors was 
given a place of 
honor 
a t the 
Memorial services in the M. E. 
church and which was later placed 
upon his grave. 
Capt. Sutherland was the father 
of Mrs. H. C. Matthei. When the 
Civil W ar came he was above the 
draft age, but learning 
that 
a 
large number of the y oung men 
had expressed a willingness to en­ 
list if Sutherland would be their 
captain, he threw' down the tools 
upon his farm and left as captain 
of his company , IOO strong and 
which was known at the time as 
the Bradwell guards, in honor of 
Judge 
Bradwell, 
who 
was 
a 
county judge and a 
resident 
of 
Palatine. 
Mrs. Matthei can remember well 
the last time she saw her father. 
H e had only a few hours before 
his company was to' leave for the 
south. 
He rushed home to help 
harvest the crops and the entire 
family worked that 
night 
until 
after eleven o’clock, gathering the 
grain into the barn. 
Capt. Sutherland’s company was 
stationed near Vicksburg, 
where 
he was taken ill with ty phoid fever 
and died at Yazoo Bay oo. His re­ 
mains were carefully brought back 
to Palatine and upon 
the 
night 
that they reached the Sutherland 
Tome, Mrs. Matthei’s y oungest sis­ 
ter was born. 
Capt. Sutherland was a member 
of the Palatine Lodge No. 314 A. 
F. & A. M.„ taking the three deg­ 
rees within three day s 
in, order 
that he might join his company . 
Mr. A . R. Baldwin, as far as 
Matthei knows, is the only surviv­ 
ing member of that company , Co. 
E of the 113th 111. Vol. Inf. 
Capt. Sutherland was an early 
settler of this township. 
He was 
among those entered the township 
and took up land within two y ears 
after it was 
thrown 
open 
for 
settlement.

1838 he located 
upon Section IO and 
owned 
the 
present Moehling farm. 
He was 
the first postmaster in Deer Grove. 
The mail arrived every Saturday 
and the farmers came from miles 
around to his house to secure the 
latest world news. 
He 
married 
Nancy Boy ington, a school teacher, 
who taught at Long Grove. 
First to Bob Hair. 
Mrs. Matthei 
remembers 
well 
the arrival of the railroad and the 
gala day when the first train was 
to run to Chicago. 
The railroad 
company gave a free ride that day 
to every man, woman and child iii 
Palatine township who was brave 
enough to take the trip to Chica­ 
go. 
Helen was only a little girl 
at that time and a few day s pre­ 
viously had bobbed her own hair, 
much to the dismay of her parents. 
They allowed their daughter to ac­ 
company them, but reminded her 
frequently as to how much they 
were ashamed of the appearance 
of Helen.

Mrs. Matthei’s mother resided in 
the house now owned by J. A. Bur­ 
lingame and died only a compara­ 
tively a few y ears ago.

this woman is a naturalized Brit­ 
ish subject the immigration laws 
of this country 
require that she 
be classed as a Hollander, the place 
of her birth. 


Mrs. Vande Weg had with her 
here two sons who were born in 
China and could not speak a word 
of English before they arrived in 
Palatine. 
The mother was 
in 
hopes of being able to stay in this 
country and be able to educate her 
sons in this free land. 


\\ e people who have become ac­ 
customed to 
seeing the nation’s 
laws frequently broken with im- 
petunity can not understand w hy 
an exception could not have been 
made iii this particular case. 


Mr. and Mrs. Vande Weg were 
missionaries sent 
out 
from the 
Dutch Reformed church of America 
and at the time' of the world war 
were missionaries in Africa. They 
later came to America and Chi­ 
cago, where Mr. Vande Weg was 
a classmate of Dr. J . H. Renner 
at 
Hahnemann 
college. 
After 
completing his medical course the 
doctor arid his wife departed for 
China and were located at Tongan, 
near Amoy j 
Here he built a hos­ 
pital and remained at its head un­ 
til his death three y ears ago. Since 
that time, his work was carried 
on by his wife until her boy s had 
reached the age when they were 
entitled 
to an education.

she came to America, entering the 
country as a six months’ visitor. 
Here she lectured at a number of 
the Dutch Reformed Churches and 
for the past several months has 
been with Dr.

Day ton, O., May 31.—Many of 
the dead mourned Memorial Day 
would have been saved had the 
country profited by the lessons 
of its six wars, Brig. Gen. John 
R. McQuigg, 
Cleveland, na­ 
tional commander of the Ameri­ 
can Legion, declared in an ad­ 
dress here today . 
“Many of the men whom we 
mourn as fallen on the battle­ 
field or dead after long suffer­ 
ing from the wounnds they got 
in their service in time of con­ 
flict might have 
been saved,” 
the national head of the Legion 
declared, “had we 
enacted a 
proper scheme of national de­ 
fense, instead of listening after 
each of our wars to the teach­ 
ings of those who preached doc­ 
trines of pacifism and nonre­ 
sistance. 
“The American Legion 
can 
render no greater service to the 
country ,” 
he said, 
“than to 
fight the insidious undermining 
of her national defense by the 
ultra pacifist movement.” 
Commander McQuigg remind­ 
ed his auditors that the present 
pacifist agitation

ing job to polish the hands of a 
w rist watch such as a lady must 
wear today to be in step and sty le. 
E asy . Dust a shower of them into 
a piece of leather. Bam-m-m, with 
a mechanical manner. Polish them 
all a t one 
swift operation and, 
bam—out again! 


more than 
2-10,000ths of an inch. 
Here let me give y ou two watch- 
facts—from experts to me to y ou: 
The fellow who started the story 
that y ou musn’t turn a watch back 
w ard in setting it didn’t k now w hat 
he was talk ing about. 
It is all 
bunk unless the watch strik es. 
Wind y our watch in the morn­ 
ing rather than at night. You rise 
more regularly than you go to bed 
and the main spring will stand the 
jars of the day 
better if partly 
wound. 
Let us turn to windmills. 
The 
Elgin Windmill company has been 
mak ing windmills and nothing but 
windmills for forty y ears. Bert H . 
Yarwood, secretary , a 
reformed 
newspaper reporter, say s: 
“Last week a carload of our wind 
mills went to the Riffian w ar front 
via Tunis, Algeria.

Elgin has many other things. It 
is the center of one of the largest 
publishing businesses in the world. 
Sunday school papers, etc. 
It is 
a city of beautiful park s and good 
homes. 
It has first class retail 
stores. 
It claims a trading com­ 
munity of 75,000 people. It has a 
thread mak ing industry . It mak es 
watch cases. A new company has 
just been formed to m anufacture 
automobile clock s. 
The old butter 
and egg era has left an heirloom 
in the form of a butter tub fac­ 
tory . Elgin has many other things 
but I wrant to mention the City of 
Childhood. 
Here on a 
beautiful COO acres 
with a mile and a quarter of front­ 
age on the Fox river the Brother­ 
hood of American Yoemen is build ­ 
ing a plant for growing the orph­ 
aned 
children of their 
members. 
I t’s a clever bit of a m achine|A . N . Farm er, superintendent, said 
tha t sorts the 
microscopic jewels 
J to me: 


“ We investigated 8 00 locations 
in thirty -eight states 
before we 
chose thin place.” 
He said many factors entered in­ 
to the choice, among them being 
climate, soil, 
general conditions, 
prospect for work and future as 
the children grow but most of all 
and foremost—the sort of people 
among whom the children will live 
in coming y ears.

They were 
pretty well sold on a site down on 
the Ohio river. 
In fact, the deal 
was so nearly completed that the 
committee was tak en to the site. 
As the cavalcade 
of motor cars 
swept by the committee saw, sit­ 
ting by the side of the road, three 
women dipping snuff! 
“The committee 
turned around 
and went back . It was agreed un­ 
animously - that 
they would not 
build the $ 10,000,000 home in a 
place where the children would see 
women 
dipping snuff! * And so 
three women, dipping snuff by the 
side of the road, cost a community 
a $10,000,000 development!

the women today , perhaps, sit dip­

A dull sick le alone may increase

Aurora has

health departm ent. 
No Bootleg Milk Here 
“Every drop of sweet milk that 
is shipped within the boundaries of 
the city must be, and from our in­ 
formation I am sure it is, from 
tuberculin tested cows,” Dr. Bun- 
desen declare.d 
“We have thirty trained inspect­ 
ors mak ing constant check s on the 
supply , and no milk company could 
get by with milk 
from diseased 
herds, 
lf caught they would be 
closed down and they k now it .” 
On< example of 
the extent tc 
which the health 
departm ent is go­ 
ing to 
insure purity of the milk 
supply was given in the case 
o f a 
Cicero milk i ncern which was at 
tempting to deliver tested milk to 
customers in Chicago 
and untested 
milk to those 
in Cicero. The health 
commissioner forced the company 
to handle only tested milk for both 
cities, under penalty of being shut 
o ff from its Chicago mark et. 
Milk products art^ manufactured 
in Chicago from untested m'!k , bu 
the manufacturers m*ay not roceiv 
their raw material as sweet mils 
the commissioner explained. I here 
are several large butter compline.

city officials, or a state bounndary 
to escape state officials can in in­ 
stances where officials have dual 
power be pursued and arrested. 
Democratic senators have

clined to credit the president with 
outwitting them. Those who k now 
the president of course, appreciate 
that such a motive is the last to 
influence him.

We spea k of the everla sting hills, 
y et even the mounta ins do not la st 
forever. Bit by bit the rills a nd 
rivulets ca rry the mounta in to the 
brooks a nd the creeks; these ca rry 
it to the rivers; a nd they , in turn. 
to the ocea n. 
When a mounta in 
strea m is muddy , it is a t work 
dra gging down the mounta in—the 
muddler the strea m, the quicker it 
is ca rry ing a wa y the nfounta in. 
The best p lace to see stream s at 
work on Hillsides is where the hill­ 
sides are farmed. 
So long as a 
slop e is cov ered with forest, it 
washes little, no m atter how steep 
it may be. 
Ev en after the timber 
has been cu t off and the slop e 
tu rned into p astu rage, the roots of 
the sod p rev ent washing ex cep t 
du ring sev ere storm s; bu t when 
the m ou ntaineer p lows his fields 
and p u ts in corn or wheat, y ou can 
fairly see the hillside go. 
Ev ery 
rain washes great gu lley s, and in 
no time at all the top soil has all 
been carried away . 
It is not tak en 
at once to the ocean, bu t is left 
for a p eriod to enrich the v alley 
land. 
We hav e help ed tremendou sly in 
natu re’s lev eling work by cu tting 
the forests th at once clothed ou r 
hillsides. 
There is nothing lik e a 
network of roots p lu s a cov ering 
of fallen leav es when it conies to 
k eep ing a hillside in p lace. 
The 
forest fu rnished both. 
One of the cou ntry ’s richest rail­ 
roads ru ns, in* p art, throu gh bills 
and mou ntains. 
Their engineers 
tried all sorts of dev ices to k eep 
tile slop es and cu ts from washing. 
Finally they tried p lanting cu ttings 
of Virginia creep er along all bare 
slop es, and th at seems to hav e 
solv ed the p roblem. 
Many of the 
p atrons of the road took it for 
granted that the railroad was try ­ 
ing to beau tify its lites when thov

compan ies which comprise the Na­ 
tion al Bureau. 
Motor vehicle commission ers in 
d ifferen t states will furn ish im­ 
med iately to the Nation al Bureau 
the n ames of all person s whose 
licen ses have been revoked .

in formation will 
immed iately be 
d istributed to the compan ies, an d 
further in suran ce to reckless d riv­ 
ers will be refused an d existin g 
in stil an et* will be can celled .
